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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner maintains that Spain teaches 
visually perceptible note information and a duplicate computer readable symbology of the note information in at least Fig. 1 A where the bar 
code (computer readable symbology) also contains at least the visually perceptible note information of the associated serial number. Claim 
1 is not limited to text as the note information. Further, Spain teaches that bar codes include a serial number, not, as Applicant argues, that 
Spain's bar codes are "simply serial numbers related to the goods to which they are attached". Applicant also appears to contradict himself 
by further stating, "The problem solved by Spain is simply to print packaging or goods labels with barcodes in multiple languages. The 
barcodes disclosed are duplicative of text written elsewhere on the Spain labels." (Remarks; pg. 10). With respect to Claim 25, an 
apparatus claim is patentably distinguished by the structure of the cliam, not the functionality. 
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
